The regulations 
applied to Newfoundlanders and for¬ 
eigners alike. They were designed to 
conserve the one Important industry of 
the Island. Rut on the complaint of 
the United States, alleged to $e based 
on treaty rights, the enactment was 
vetoed by the imperial authortthr*. Tina 
action ha* created a storm, of course. 
The only excuse for It thus fgr ad¬ 
vanced Is’Yhot the veto only applies for 
one year that the grievance can be 
adjusted by friendly negotiation with¬ 
out endangering the Brltlsh-American 
entente; cordials. In the ligh t of the 
experience of Canada In such ’ friend¬ 
ly negotiation* ' it Is perhaps not sur¬ 
prising that the Newfoundland govern¬ 
ment Is doubtful about the result of. 
such pour pariers and is anxious that 
there shall bs ao, misunderstanding | 
With regard to Its sentiments and the 
feelings of'the people it represents.
